(a) IN GENERAL.—Chapter 49 of title 10, United 9

States Code, is amended by inserting after section 985 the 10

following new section: 11

‘‘§ 986. Prohibition on lobbying activities with re-12

spect to the Department of Defense or 13

Congress by certain officers and civilian 14

employees following separation from 15

military service or employment 16

‘‘(a) PROHIBITION.—A covered individual may not 17

engage in lobbying activities with respect to the Depart-18
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ment of Defense or Congress during the ten-year period 1

beginning on the date of retirement or separation from 2

service in the armed forces or the date of retirement or 3

separation from employment with the Department, as ap-4

plicable. 5

‘‘(b) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 6

‘‘(1) The terms ‘covered executive branch offi-7

cial’, ‘lobbying activities’, and ‘lobbying contact’ have 8

the meanings given such terms in section 3 of the 9

Lobbying Disclosure Act of 1995 (2 U.S.C. 1602). 10

‘‘(2) The term ‘covered individual’ means— 11

‘‘(A) an officer of the armed forces in 12

grade O-5 or higher at the time of retirement 13

or separation from the Armed Forces; or 14

‘‘(B) a civilian employee of the Depart-15

ment of Defense who had a civilian grade equiv-16

alent to a military grade specified in subpara-17

graph (A) at the time of the employee’s retire-18

ment or separation from employment with the 19

Department. 20

‘‘(3) The term ‘lobbying activities with respect 21

to the Department of Defense or Congress’ means 22

the following: 23

‘‘(A) Lobbying contacts and other lobbying 24

activities with covered executive branch officials 25
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with respect to the Department of Defense or 1

Members of Congress. 2

‘‘(B) Lobbying contacts with covered exec-3

utive branch officials described in subpara-4

graphs (C) through (F) of section 3(3) of the 5

Lobbying Disclosure Act of 1995 (2 U.S.C. 6

1602(3)) in the Department of Defense or 7

Members of Congress.’’. 8

(b) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sections 9

‘‘986. Prohibition on lobbying activities with respect to the Department of De-

fense or Congress by certain officers and civilian employees fol-

lowing separation from military service or employment.’’.

  18__. Codification and expansion of prohibition on lobbying activities with respect to the Department of Defense or Congress by certain officers of the Armed Forces and civilian employees of the Department following separation from military service or employment 
  (a) In general Chapter 49 of title 10, United States Code, is amended by inserting after section 985 the following new section: 
  
  986. Prohibition on lobbying activities with respect to the Department of Defense or Congress by certain officers and civilian employees following separation from military service or employment 
  (a) Prohibition A covered individual may not engage in lobbying activities with respect to the Department of Defense or Congress during the ten-year period beginning on the date of retirement or separation from service in the armed forces or the date of retirement or separation from employment with the Department, as applicable. 
  (b) Definitions In this section: 
  (1) The terms  covered executive branch official,  lobbying activities, and  lobbying contact have the meanings given such terms in section 3 of the Lobbying Disclosure Act of 1995 (2 U.S.C. 1602). 
  (2) The term  covered individual means— 
  (A) an officer of the armed forces in grade O-5 or higher at the time of retirement or separation from the Armed Forces; or 
  (B) a civilian employee of the Department of Defense who had a civilian grade equivalent to a military grade specified in subparagraph (A) at the time of the employee’s retirement or separation from employment with the Department. 
  (3) The term  lobbying activities with respect to the Department of Defense or Congress means the following: 
  (A) Lobbying contacts and other lobbying activities with covered executive branch officials with respect to the Department of Defense or Members of Congress. 
  (B) Lobbying contacts with covered executive branch officials described in subparagraphs (C) through (F) of section 3(3) of the Lobbying Disclosure Act of 1995 (2 U.S.C. 1602(3)) in the Department of Defense or Members of Congress. . 
  (b) Clerical amendment The table of sections for chapter 49 of title 10, United States Code, is amended by inserting after the item related to section 985 the following:
